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FOOD CONTROL BILL 


PUSSES SENATE AND 


: 
M IL BE LAW FRIDAY 


Washington, Aug. 8.— The food bill 
passed through the last stage of leg­ 
islative enactm ent at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon when it was finally adopt» d 
by the Senate in form previously a p ­ 
proved by the House. 
President Wil­ 
son's si gna ture will make it a law. 
The vote was 66 to 7. 
Those voting again st the confer­ 
ence report were: 
Democrats— H a rd wick, Hollis and 
Reed; Republicans —France, (Jronna. 
LaFollette and Penrose. 
Immediately after the final vote on 
the control bill, the Senate, by viva 
voce vote, also approved the confer­ 
ence report on the first a d m i n is tr a ­ 
tion food bill, providing for a food 
survey and ca rryin g an appropr iation 
to stim ula te production. 
Both bills are expected to become 
laws Friday with Pre sid ent Wilson’s 
approval. 
Senate and House leaders 
late tonight made plans to t h a t end, 
the delay being caused by a d jo u r n ­ 
ment of the House to Fri day and the 
necessity for the signing of the bills 
in open session by the presiding offi­ 
cers of both houses. 
The Senate re­ 
cessed tonight to Friday so th a t after 
Speaker Clark signs the bills on the 
reconvening of the House they may 
then be signed by the Se na te ’s presid­ 
ing officer and sent to 
th e 
White 
House. 
Prompt appointment of H e rb e rt C. 
Hoover as food adm inistrator and im­ 
mediate operation under the legisla­ 
tion is expected to follow. 
In addi­ 
tion to comprehensive provisions for 
control of food, fuel and farm equip ­ 
ment contained in the bill it has d ra s­ 
tic prohibition features. 
T h irty days 
after signing of the bills it will be 
unlawful to use any food stuffs in 
the m anufacture of distilled bever­ 
ages or to import any distilled spirits 
for beverage purposes and the Pre si­ 
dent is empowered to commandeer, 
for m ilitary purposes, 
all

liquors now held in bond and to reg­ 
ulate and restrict the use of foods in

enough to support the water pressure 
against it. 
It would have been bet­ 
ter if the water had not been turned 
in for a few days longer, but 
the 
consumers sent up such a complaint 
that it was decided to risk turning it 
in now. 
(In account of the well water left 
in the standpipe it will be mixed a 
little today In all parts of town, but 
the trace of the well water will not 
be sufficient to be very objectionable. 
W bile a pood many consumers dislike
